One of the w ar’s results is the lesson the people have 
learned in economy and thrift— the conservation of re­ 
sources and energies. 
W hen the German war lords declared for a ruthless 
submarine campaign they had satisfied themselves that 
their capacity for destruction of ship tonnage would en­ 
able them to prevent England and the European nations I T em p eratu re 
from getting food and fuel and clothing. They arrived att Highest yesterday 
their conclusion by an exact— Germanly exact—calcula­ 
tion which took into consideration all the ship tonnage of 
the world and the ship building capacity of the nations. 
The vice in the calculation was the same that obtained 
in so many other German calculations. It proceeded from 
beginning to end omitting one of the most important fac 
tors—the ability of the people to economize. 
Following the declaration of ruthless submarine war­ 
fare all ship building was speeded up to greater capacity, 
but the Huns had calculated on that and bending every ef­ 
fort to increase construction the U-boats were gaining in 
the work of destruction. 
By economy and reduced demand and by shortening 
the loading and unloading at the docks, the necessary per 
centage of ship tonnage increased sufficiently to overcome 
the U-boat destruction, and the most s ta g g e r in g blow 
to German plans delivered by economy and increased ener­ 
gy rather than by increased production of actual ship ton­ 
nage by building new ships.
